SUIOIDH OF A. L. HAM. 


Slok and Despondent, a Traveling- 
Salesman Kills Himself. 


His Last Words to HIB Wife. 


Since Thursday last Albert L. Ham, a 


traveling salesman for the wholesale gro- 
cery bouse of John Ullnob, has been sick 
from a severe attack of cholera morbns 
at his apartments, on tbe second floor ol 
the Kepler tenement dwelling, at No. 320 
South Mam street. This morning shortly 
before 9 o'clock tbe sharp report of a 32 
oabbre revolver was beard by tbeinmatee 
of the bouse, and a few minutes later the 
aick man, Mr. Ham, was found dead by 
his horrified wife lying face down upon 
the floor of the bed room, the pistol a 
few inches from bis right hand. Thebul 
lot bad entered the heart of tbe suicide 
who must have died instantly. He had 
on his pantaloons and bis stockings, and 
evidently bad sat on tbe edge of tbe bed 
when the shot was fired, falling forward 
on the floor. That part of his body be- 
low the knees was under the bed. Mrs. 
Ham was not in the bouse at the tune tbe 
shot was fired. She was in the rear yard, 
and did not know an> thing of it nntil 
she was mked what caused the report. 
Instantly she passed up the narrow stair- 
way and into the bed room, where she 
found her dead husband as described. 
She oame dowii stairs screaming and sank 
into a chair sobbing and crying as if her 
heart would burst, so great was the dread- 
ful shock to the loving and devoted wife. 
There were e number of ladies on the 
lower jloor of tho dwelling, among them 
Mrs A. W Brodess, who was also pros- 
trated by the shock. When tho reporter 
called Mrs Ham nud Mrs. BrodcsB were 
both attended by several Lulies who 
ollerod ull oousolutiou possible to the 
young widow, nnd tried to relieve the suf- 
ferings of JIrn Brodefs ns she lu> upon a 
km u i;e. 


The dwelling soon filled with men, nnd 


nmong them came Dr E W. Aloorp, who 
hud been attending Mr llom since his 
illncsp, imd was on bis na> to tho house 
to nuiko his call for to day, \vhcu the 
startling news of the shooting reached 
bis enrn 
Tho reporter made inquiries 


oiik' the dwellers of the house and 


[earned that Mr. Ham was slightly deliri- 
ous on Sunday moruuip, and that lie was 
moro or less dospmidtnt during tho day. 
At one time 071 Sunday he spoke to his 
wife mid said "What would you think, 
dear, if I were to leiue you'J" The wife 
;hoiiKht but littlo of the fctraugo inquiry, 
aud soon dismissed it from her mind. 
VIr llam didn't rest well last night, aud 
it Buoms because of his financial trouble 
hat ho not only premeditated killing 
unifiolf, but mis determined to do so at 
.liu iinit favorable onpottnuit}, which was 
illorded uht-ii his nif^ wn» momentarily 
absent. 


Coroner Bonduro wns summoned, and
